followeth in ſpeculation conceriiing 
the Popes authoritic ro deprive Prin- 
ces, yet hee may as certainly acknows= 
ledge 
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g ledge and ſweare, that the Pope hath 
no authoritie to depoſe the K:ng,that 
is,to praQtizc his depoſition , or any 
other of thoſe things mentioned in 
this Branch, as it is cleere and mani- 
felt, that hee may certainly acknow- 
ledge and ſweare that the Pope hath 
no authoricie to commit open iniu- 
ſtice, and that in a doxbrfull, vncer- 
taine, and difputable caſe , the condi- 
tion of the poſſeſſour us to bee preferred. 

2. Neicher doe remporall Princes, 


or other priuate men that lite any 


thing inthetr poſſeſſis, greatly regard, 


whar learned men , who by the ſub- 
 tilie of their wits can eafily finde our 
ſome probable colour of a broken 
and pretended title, may ſpern/atinely 
diſpute in Schooles concerning their 
titles, ſo that in prattice, notwith(tan- 
ding ſuch difþutations and ſpeculati- 
ons, they bee ſecured from being put 
out of that which they really and 6o- 
na fide doe poſleſſe. And doubtleſſe 
molt miſerable were the ſtate of all 
men that poſleſſe any thing of worth, 
and much more of Princes, if ypon 
aticle, which ſome learned men way 


in ' 
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in ſpeculation approoue , it were law- 
full to iguade their poſſeſſions, before 
a lawfull Iudge, and who is certaiuly 
knowne ſo to bee, hath decided and 
determined the title or controuerfie. 
To preuent which miſcbicfe all Nati- 
tions being guided herein by the light 
of natycall reaſon haue agreedin this 
manifeiF principle , that itis open in- 
iuſtice ro put any man out of his 
poſſeflion vpon any title which is not 
moſt certajne and free from all contro- 
uerhe yatill a lawfull and vndoubred 
Judge hath decided the matter. (1 
ſaid a lawfull and wndoubted Indge ) 


for if it be doubtfull, vncertaine,and * 


queſtionable whether he be a lawfull

T1. This Branch contaynethin it no 
difficultic at all; if wee conſider what

what power he hath, but affirmatizely 
what authoritie in temporalls the

| domeandSubieas; and conſequent- 
ly what authoritie in cemporalls the

for externall governement; and thar 
the Pope hath not over him or his 
SubieRs within this Realme, any au- 
thoritie or ivriſdition, nor power to 
excommunicate his Maieſtie, yet his 
meaning is not to meddle at all in this 
Oxth eyther with his owne, or with 


the Popes Eccleſiaſlicall Supremacie, * 


but onely with his owne terporall So- 
weraigntie, and conſequently with the 
Popes authoritie not to depoſe him , or 
to ds/poſe of his Kingdome, or to 4#- 
thorize any fortaigne Prince to inuade 
or annoy him , or to «bſolxe his Sub- 
ies from their obedience, &c., And 
therefore, as I obſerued before in the 
third obleruation, wee muſt diftin- 
guiſh berwixt his AMaieſties vnder. 
Randing or perſwafion , and his mea- 
ning or intention 2 for his meaning

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wasnot to exact in this Oath of His 
Subic&s all which hee is perſwaded 
he might lawfully exa& of them, but 
only to demand of them ix this Oath 
a profeſſion of that remporall Allegi. 
ance, which a/l Subicfts are bound by 
the Law of God to gueto their law- 
fu}l Soucraigne, as it is manifelt by the 
declaration both of His Maieſtie and

2. Secondly, it is certaine, that al- 
beir Chriftian Prizces haue not au- 
thoritic to define and determine what 
poſition is hereticall, or to puniſh He- 
retikes with ſpiri:uall puniſhments 
(tor theſe are meere fpirituall things) 
yet they haye authoritie to command 
their ſubic&ts to abiureſuch poſitions 
as are alreadie defined , or knowne 
to bee manifeſtly falſe and repugnant 
tothe holy Scriptures, for ſuch:and to 
puniſh with temporall puniſhments 
the obſtinate maintayners of the 
ſame, elpecially as the mayntayning 
of ſuch poſitions -is hurrfull ro the 


pub- 
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publike temporall peace , whereof 
the Kirg hath charge: and who there- 
fore may alſo by the materiall Sword 
repell the wrongs and iriuries offered 
to.che temporall Kingdome or Com- 
mon-wealth by Clergie-men, and al- 
ſothe abuſes of the ſpirituall Sword, 
when they tcnd to the hurt of rhe ci- 
vill Common-wealth, as Franciſcus 
Uitl oria, Toannes Parifienſis, and Co- 
werrnnias doe well obſerue, Where. 
fore a King, ſaitn Dominicus Barnes, 
doth puniſh Heretikes as moſt ſeditions 
Enemies to the peace of His Kinodome, 
whick cannot be preſerned without wni- 
tie of Religion. And Marriage , ſaith 
D ominicus Sotus , being a Sacrament 
in ſuch ſort , that it is alſo a cinill con 
tract it nothing letteth , but that as in 
the former reſpett it belongeth to the 
Eccleſraiticall Court , ſo in regard of 
the later it 1s ſubiett alſo in ſome ſort to 
the Cixill, Net that Princes can alter 
thoſe things which are of the ſubitance 
of Matrimonie, but that they may pu- 
»iſb them , who contrath Matrimonie, 
when by contralting they ſhall offend a- 
94inſt. the: publike peace : for againit 
thoſe

thoſe crimes, whoſe indgement doth be. 
* long to the Eccleſtafticall Court, they 
may alſo ordayne puniſhments , as they 
diflurbe the peace of the Common- 
wealth, Which doQtrine of Some 
may inthe very like manner bee ap- 
plyed to Hereſie, which being a ſpiri- 
ritual offence in ſuch ſort, that alſo it 
ditmbeth the temporall peace of the 
Common-wealth, it nothing letteth,but 
that as in the former reiþett it belongeth 
to the Eccleſiaiticall Conrt, ſo in regard 
of the later it is ſwbiett alſo in ſome 
ſort to the Cimill ; not that Princes can 
determine and define what is Hereſie, 
bnt that they may pmniſh Heretikes, 
when. by defending hereticall poſitions, 
they [oat offend againiF the publikg 
good, For againit thoſe crimes , whoſe 
indgement dath belong to the Eccleſi.a- 
fticall Court, they may alſo ordayne pu- 
niſhments, as they diztwrbe the peace of 
the Common-wealth. Aud therefore 
Chriſtian Princes haue good and full 
power to compell their Subie&ts to 
abiure impious, damnable, and here- 
tical poſitions for ſuch, whenit is ne- 
ceſſarie to the preſeruation of the 
pub- 
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publike temporall peace , and to dif- 
couer how their Subies and affec- 
ted in point of their Loyaltic and due 

Obedience. 
4+ Thirdly , it is evident , thar 
Clergie-men being truely ſubie& to 
temporal Princes , in'regard of their 
naturall birth, , and of their living in 
Ciuill Societie with others, and con- 
ſequently bound, according to the 
common doctrine of Dixines, to ob- 
ſerue their inſt Lawes not only vi ra- 
tionts , but alſow4 legs, by force of the 
Law, doe owe true Allegiance to their 
naturall Prince,noleflſe then Lay.men, 
and that therefore hee may lawtully 
demand of them, as they are Sub. 
ies, an Oath of thcir Allegiance, 
whenſoeuer hee ſhall iufly ſuſpe&t 
their fidelitie. And although ſome 
Clergie-men ſhould bee fo capricious, 
as tO imagine, contrarie to the pra. 
Aice of the Primitiue Church , the 
doEtine of the Ancient Fathers, and 
manifeſt reaſon,that they are not ſub= 
ie& at alltothe authoritic of tempo- 
rall Princes, and thereupon ſhould 
make a ſcruple to take this Oath as 
lawfully 
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lawfully minitred to them by good and 
full authoritie , yetthis could nor bee 
a ſufficient proofe, that the Oath is 
vnlawfull in it ſelfe , or that Lay-men 
cannot lawfully rake it, and ec

5+ Laftly, in thoſe words [eAnd 1 
doe renounce all Pardons and Difþen- 
ſations to the contrarie) is not implyed 
a renouncing in generall of the Popes 
authoritie to giue Pardons and Diſ- 
penſations, but, as the wordes'doe 
plainly fignifie , in them is only con-

ſiſtance of the aduerſe 'part, Other. 
_ wiſe if one ſhould challenge an 
right or authoritie beit good or bad, 
true or falſe, and ſhould exerciſe that 
pretended right er authoritie, the ad= 
uerſe part contradiQting,he might ne- 
uerthelefle be ſaid to bee in pefſefiion 
of that right or authoritie , which is 
manifeſtly falſe and abſurd. For ſo if 
a Lay-man ſhould pretend to haue 
true ſpirituall juriſdition over Cler- 
gie men,as power to excommunicate, 
and ſhould exerciſe that pretended 
turiſdiion, hee might be ſaid to be 
in pofſcfſion of true firicuall iuriſdi- 
on , although the Clergie ſhould 
neuer ſo much contradi& and except 
againſt the ſame. And for this rea- 
ſon , albeit ſome Popes haue for as 
many hundreds of yeares, as haue 
beene fince the time of Pope Gregorie 
the Seventh, challenged a right and 
authoritie to deprive Kings of their 
regall 'Souergigatie, yet they cannot 
be ſaid to haue beene for one day or 
one houre in poſſeſſion of that their | 
pretended right andjauthoritie, be- 
cauſe Chriftian Kings and SubicRs, 
L 2 from 
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from the time of Henrie the Fourth 
Emperour , who was the firft Em- 


perour that was deprived by Pope” 


Gregorje the Seuenth , votilt the time 
of Henrie the Fourth moſt Chriftian 
King, who was the laſt King who was 
deprived by Pope Sixtss the Fift, 
have euer-relifted and contradiQted 
this pretended authoritie and clayme 
of Popes todepriue them of their tem= 
poralis. And although perchance 
there (ſhould haue beene, or hercaſter 
ſhall be ſome or other Chriſtian 
King , who for ſome priuate or pub- 
lique reſpe& and intereſt, hath not, or 
ſhall oor reſiſt the be 6 ſentence of 
deprivation denonnced or to bee de- 
nounced againſt him, bur rather yeeld 
thereuntco , yet this cannot preiudice 
his ſucceflors,oor be a ſufficier ground, 
that the Pope may be truely ſaid to be 
in poſſeſſion of his pretended right, au- 
thority, and claime to deprive Kings 
io general, but at the moſt to deprive 
that K:ng in particular, who didnot 
refit or gainlay , but rather acknow- 
ledged the right and authority, which

ding to Widaringtons grounds, * which

who bane ſeene and examined the diffi - 
cultie, for if they have not ſeene and 
conſidered that particular difficultie 
and conrrouerfie, they cannot bee ac- 

counted learned and skilfull therein. 

11. Now the particular difficulty, 
and controuerfie concerning this 
point, and which thoſe Popes and Do- 
tFours mentioned in the obieQtion 
did not confider and examine, is, 
whether , ſuppoſing it to bee now a 
CON- 
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controuerfie, and to be approoued by 
learned Catholikes,rthat the Pope hath 
no authoritie to depriue Princes, it bc 
not open iniultice in the Pope to de- 
prive Prences of their Kingdomes and 
Dominions, which-tbey really and 
bona fide doe poflefle, And therefore 
vnlefle it can bee convinced, thar iris 
not art this day a controuerfie among 
learned Catholikes, whether the Pope 
hath authoricie to deprive, which is 
as hard a marter, as to proue, that the 
Sunnte doth not giue I'ght at noone 
daies, orelſe that itis lawfull ypon a 
doubtfull,vncertaine,controueried & 
probable power or title tothruſt by 
violence any man out of that, which 
heeaQtually and bona fide poſleſſeth, 
the practice of depoling Princes, vn- 
der pretence of the probability of the 
Popes power to depriue Princes, Can- 
no. bee accounted probable ro any 
learned man,ſo much as to excuſe him 
in conſcience, and in rhe fight of God 
from formall finne and iniuftice. 
12. But to conclude with this 
Obſeruation,'\hich I wiſhyou,(Dewe 
Comntremen ) diligently to confider ; 


That 
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That howſocuer any SubicR concur. 
ringin prattice with the Pope to the 
depofing of his lawfull Soueraigue 
Prince, may vnder pretence of {ome 
probabilitie ofthe doftrine ro depoſe
